That section fifty-four of chapter sixty
of the compiled statutes of Minnesota, be amended so
as to read as follows :

When the plaintiff, his agent or attorney shall file an
affidavit or affidavits, stating that the defendant is not
a resident of this State, that the affiant has mudc dili-
gent inquiry for him, and has reason to believe, and
does believe that such defendant is not therein, and
that a cause of action exists against such defendant, or
that he is a proper party to the action relating to real
property in this State, the service may be made by
